Tue manuscript of the following 
is reproduced in the December 
Century. It is the final paragraph 
of a fragment by Mr. Beecher, giv- 
ing an account of his visit to En- 

_ gland during the war. This is be- 
lieved to have been the last piece 
of writing by Mr. Beecher: “A 
more pathetic example of the her- 
oism of the poor was never exhib- 
ited than in the case of the Lanca- 
shire weavers. They saw their in- 
dustries wasting, the bread grew 
scarce,even their poverty became 
poorer, nor was there any sign on 
the horizon that this cloud would 
soon pass away, and yet they held 
fast their integrity ; and, believing 
that the cause of the North was 
the cause of the day laborer the 
world over, they patiently bere 
famine and distress with fortitude 
till the day dawned. Noother men 
among all English-speaking people 
gave a testimony of the love of lib- 
erty so heroic and so pathetic as 
the weavers of Lancashire.” 


In the predictions in regard to 
the men whom General Harrison 
will select for his cabinet, entirely 
too much is said of the good work 
done for the party as the prevail- 
ing reason for their appointment 
regardless of their qualification for 
the position. This is really an in- 
direct method of purchasing a po- 
sition. Men, especially for cabinet 
positions and other responsible of- 
fices,should be selected more es- 
pecially fer their eminent qualifi- 
cations rather than to pay a debt 
due.
